Instead of charging the bus system & 
large sum annually, based upon the num- 
ber of passengers carried, would it not be 
better for the city to subsidize the system 
so that it could provide a more efficient 
and faster service; and thus encourage 
rather than discourage its use? 

Many motorists might then, with bet- 
ter schedules, prefer to leave their cars 
at home and the public would have better 
access to the city centre.

No Fodder —— / 
For Cattle —~

Rt PORTS in Soviet papers that farmers 

were slaughtering cattle for lack ot 
fodder give to the Soviet food situation 
the air. of panic which Premier Nikita~S: 
Khrushchev has tried to prevent by his 
purchase of foreign grain supplies. 

The, unauthorized slaughter of cattle is 
a traditional danger signal in the Russian 
countryside. It has accompanied every 
agricultural. crisis since the revolution, 
through the great famine and collectivi+ 
zation in the thirties, to the post-war dir 
sasters under Stalin. 

An account in Sovyetskaya Rossiya pic- 
tured lines of trucks filled with cattle 
waiting in front of slaughter houses in the 
Kursk area, The trucks had come from 
collective farms “trying to get rid of the 
cattle,’ said the paper. : 

It. quoted farmers as saying jWe-ha 
no fodder for the cattle’ or, more em+ 
phatically, “We do not have a single po 
tato to feed the pigs.” 

The .paper confessed that “serious ap 

* was caused by farmers who 
were sending cattlé to slaughter houses 
prematurely, even though they had enough 
fodder, 


First Indications 


The first indications of food shortages 
in Russia a few weeks ago began with 
reports of farmers buying up bread to feed 
to cattle. . 

With the new shortage of potatoes, 
Russia's food difficulties are assuming 
the form of a downward vicious spiral, 
With cause and effect chasing each other 
to bring about further shortages even as 
the Soviet Union is paying out huge 
amounts of gold to stave off a crisis. 

In one sense the trouble can be said 
to have begun with the very cattle that 
are now being slaughtered. In the middle

To this must be added the disappoint- 
ments of this year’s harvest., whose. 
marketable grain target had originally 
been set at 65.5 million tons; was then 
raised to a minimum of 69 million tons and 
a possible maximum of 74 million tons, 
and is now put by Soviet sources at sorme- 
thing like 45.6 million tons. This is not 
only disastrously short ofthe various 
earlier targets but iso. 30 million tons 
less than was procured last year, 

Soviet grain purchases abroad before 
the end of September amounted to more 
than nine million tons, but it is clear 
that the Soviet Union and Eastern Europe, 
where the shortages are also being felt, 
could do with much greater imports. 

The drain of up to a billion dollars. 
on Soviet bloc gold and foreign exchange 
reserves can hardly fail to affect Russia's 
purchases of manufactured goods abroad, 

Foreign traders in Moscow are finding 
it harder than usual to get the Russians 
to commit themselves to contracts. Al- 
though delays in the negotiation of con 
tracts at this time of the year are cus- 
tomary, while Soviet planners put together 
the production and trade plans for next 
year, there are some indications that the 

delays may be due to a govern- 
ment decision to cut down other than the 
most essential purchases abroad. 


Never Enough 

In the meantime the cows and pigs 
and bullocks whose appetites started it all 
are beginning to be killed off before the 
extra feeding stuff procured by the gov- 
ernment has @ chance of reaching them, 
presumably because the canny Russian 
peasant knows from long and bitter ex- 
perience that there will never be enough, 
and that it is better to slaughter the cattle 
while there is still meat on them, rather 
than wait until they starve to death. 

The report in Izvestia that the first 
shipload of Canadian wheat had been un- 
joaded in Odessa late last week, and that 
two more ships are expected in the next 
few days, is clearly intended to stop both 
the hoarding of food and the slaughter of 
eattle. The Soviet press does not usually 
carry reports of this kind. 

Whether the peasants will take the 
hint, however, is, as they say in Odessa, 
another pair of galoshes.

Polycy 


“Poly” means many; the root “eyte” 
means cel; and “hemia” means blood, so 
polycythemia is a disease“in which in one 
cubic millimeter of blood there are perhaps 
six or seven or even ten ; 
million red cells instead of 
the normal five million. 
The question is, “Why did 
so’ many extra célls come 
into the blood?” In Peru , 
anyone who has to live .in 
the’ mining town of Cerro 
de Pasco, which Is at an 
altitude of some 15,000 feet | 
above sea level, will. de- 
velop polycythemia. He Alvares 
peeds extra red blood cells to carry more 
oxygen from the thin air coming into his 
lungs at that altitude to the tissues of his 
body. In these cases it is a compensatory 
mechanism, and a needed one, In most of the 
¢ases of mild polycythemia that I have seen, 
the patient began as an asthmatic, or a vic 
tim of emphysemia (with dilated sung-sacs}. 
Like the men of Cerro de Pasco, these per 
sons needed more red blood cells to carry 
enough oxygen from their poorly functioning 
lungs to their body cells. 

One ferm of polycythemia is known as 
erythremia, or Vaquez’s or Osler’s disease, 
or rubra vera, The cause is not known. The 
patient may have a reddened skin, due to the 
excess of hemoglobin (red blood pigment) in 
his arteries. He has also more than the usual 
volume of blood in his body, and this blood 
tends tobe thick and sticky. Usually he has 
a large spleen (on the left side of his abdo- 
men).

The symptoms of a definite polycythemia 
are likely to be headache, dizziness, ringing 
in the ears, visual disturbances, shortness of 
breath, a sensation*of fatigue, @ weakness, 
bleeding from various parts of the body, 
perhaps. distress in the abdomen due to a 
large spleen, and perhaps swelling and pain 
in the legs. Sometimes an experienced physi- 
cian will make the diagnosis from a glante 
at the man’s red face, The liver is often 
enlarged. 

When the patient is much distre=sed, the 
logical treatment is to bleed him, perhaps | 
twice a week, taking away each time at least | 
a pint of blood. After the man’s blood has | 
thus been thinned down, he is likely to feel 
much better. Sometimes many of the blood 
cells can be destroyed by injecting into the 
vessels radioactive phosphorus. Fortunately, 
from time to time, the disease may let up 
by itself, and remain dormant for six months 


or a year.
